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MORALS 


Of Theatrical Business the Sub- 
ject of an Inquiry To Be 
Launched By Chicago 
Reformers 


Chicago, Sept. 21 (Special to The Billboard). 
—A campaign for the investigation of the morals 
ef the theatrical business is to be launched 
here, according to rumors which are going the 
rounds today. The purpose of the investigation 
will be to learn if there is in association with 
the theatrical business at large a method by 
which girls are carried from state to state. 

Arthur Burrage Farwell, president of the 
Chicago Law and Order League; W. W. Hallam, 
a member of the Americana Vigilance Committee, 
and George A. Critten, all prominent in reform 
circles here, are said to be behind the move- 
ment. 

Mr. Farwell is credited with the following 
statement: 

“We are not prepared to show our complete 
hand as yet. We have made exhaustiv in- 
quiries for some time and are satisfied that our 
investigations will lead to data and evidence 
which will warrant comvictions under the Mann 
act. We are not thru. Additional prosecutions 
may follow under state statutes in cases in 
Chicage where illegal perfermances are given.’’ 

One of the investigators is also said to have 
made the statement that they had been taking 
testimony from members of the theatrical pro- 
fession, ranging from those connected with the 
smaller and cheaper companies to prominent 
members of the high-class dramatic and musical 
companies. 

The presence of several reformers in the Dis- 
trict Attorney’s office yesterday would seem te 
lend cglgr_to the statements that such ap in- 
vestigation is contemplated.

A repert sent out from Cleveland to a Cin 
cinnati newspaper stated that the following *ut 
jects will come under the ban of the State 
Board: Murder, suicide, harrowing death-bed 
scenes, vielent death in any form, intoxicat‘on, 
gambling, use of fire arms for any other than 
show purposes, except in battle-scenes, indecent 
or suggestiv s‘tuations, love scenes that tend 
te disgust, and cruelty to animals. This, the 
Bewepaper dispatch states, is the voice of the 
censor board. However, advices from Cleveland 
state that Mrs. M'ller was acting without the 
krowledge and consent of the two other mem- 
bers in making this announcement. Members 
ef the censor board must, in all cases, decide 
what is to come under the ban, and it shal! 
take two members to decide. Neither Mr. Mad- 
@ex nor Mr. Vestal have made an specific an- 
Bouncements as to what will be considered 
proper or improper. It is hardly likely that 
a consensus of opin‘on of the board will be 
reached in the matter of eliminating shooting 
Scenes from moving pictures. W'ld West scenes 
will be rather tame affairs without the ex 
pioson of fire-arms. Mrs. Miller admits that 
&h cowboy would not te in true form if he did 
net carry a revolver at his hip, but, she adds, 
“He must not shoot anyone.’ It would seem 
thet Mrs. Miller will of necessity be obliged 
to change some of her views if she expects the 
support of exhibitors, as well as the public. 
Killing Indians has become an institution in 
America, that is, pictorially speaking. 


CLEVELAND OPPOSITION. 


Opposition ‘to the Censor Board has crepped 
out in Cleveland. a city which bas always 
opposed -any“ferm of censorship, except the 
“National Board of Censorship. There was some

Mr. Neff added, “Yon must remember that at 
the time the Qhio,.@itate Board was proposed, 
Sam E. Morris,.avho.genducts the Home Theater 
tn Cleveland, and who was at that time a mem- 
ber of the Cleveland tocal, fathered a bill to 
previde a state board. provided the censoring 
would be done in Cleveland and the board be 
composed of three exhibitors. E. Schwartz, an 
attorney, representing a film concern, was also 
tnterested in this bill. At the same time Mr. 
Morris, who was then president of the Cleveland 
Exhibitors‘ Loca! No. 1, offered a resolut‘on en- 
Gorting the work of the National Censor Board. 


“The time is near at hand in Ohio, when the 
facts pertaining to this protest which has 
arisen {tn Cleveland against the State Censor 
Board and other matters proposed by the leagne 
will be thoroly investigated."" Mr. Neff ex 
claimed: ‘“‘I have it on good authority that 
some of the members of the Cleveland local are 
at present working for film exchanges, and 
that the former president of the local is now 
engaged in the manufacture of films. I feel 
sure that Edw. Kohl, who is now pres‘dent of 
the Cleveland local, will exert every possible 
means of reducing the membership of this local 
to bonafide exhibitors who have no interest in 
exchanges or film companies. You may quote 
Me as Saying, that I fail to understand why 
there is such a persistent kick from four or

Maddox and Vestal will devote their time t 
censor'ng regular releases put out by the Gen 
eral Film Company, The Universal Mfg. Com 
pany and the Mutual Film Company. Mrs 
Miller, according to present arrangements, wil! 
review al] feature films to be shown in the state. 
Until such a time as a permanent location can 
be secured, the Schiller Theater, in Columbus 
Ohio, will be used to view new releases. 

The Censor RPoard will visit the various cities 
in Ohio, wh'ch heve film exchanges, and in 
this work they may engage assistants until al) 
the old releases have been passed upon. The 
Censor Borrd has some heavy work cut out 
for itself as there are approximately 10,000 
films in the state which will have to be passed 
upon between now and November 4. After 
that date all pictures shipped into the state 
will be reviewed at Columbus. 


SUING FILM COMPANIES FOR DAMAGES. 


St. Louls, Sept. 18 (Special to The Billboard) 
—Suit for $300,000 damages was brought b 
the SwansonCrawford Film Company in Cir 
Film Corporation, of Delaware, and the Film Bx- 
change Corporation of Virgin'a, the Mutual Filn 
Corporations of Virginia, the Mutual Film Cor 
poration of Delaware. the Mutual Film Cor 
poration of Missouri, and Freder‘'ck A. Keller 
St. Louis agent for the companies. The suit 
was brought by the film company under the 
state anti-trust law, which prohibits combina 
tions in restraint of trade and authorizes the 
recovery of three-fold damages. 

The Swanson-Crawford Company, which con 
ducted a rental exchange in St. Louis, it ix 
alleged, tegan buying films from the Mutua! 
Corporation, of Delaware, and the Film Ex 
change Corporation, which controls eight film 
manufacturing plants. Later the Mutual Filn 
Corporation tried to buy the rental exchange of 
the Swanson-Crawford Company, and failing in 
that, it is alleged, tried to get control of th 
capital stock. 


FILM MEN IN FRACAS. « 


Spokane, Wash., Sept. 13 (Special to The Bill- 
board).—A tragedy was narrowly averted in 
the Mutual Film Corporation's local office, when 
Martin J. Egan, an exhibitor of Walkerville, 
Mont., suburb of Butte, walkt into the firm’s 
quarters, singled out J. C. Cloes, until recently 
manager of the branch, and fired five shots at 
him. The invader’s aim was wild, however, and 
be was taken Into custody immediately after 
he had emptied bis pistol of its bullets. The 
trouble, variously explained, seems to date back 
to the time when Mr. Cloes was manager of 
the Butte branch of the Mutual film. Inei- 
dentally Mr. Cloes had already made arrange- 
ments to sever his connection with the local 
office, and J. E. Madsen, manager of the Salt 
Lake City branch exchange, who is taking 
temporary charge of this office, was a wit- 
ness to the sheoting fray. 


ROTHACKER BUYS INDUSTRIAL STOCK. 


New York, Sept. 17 (Special to The Bill- 
board).—Announcement is officially made that 
Carl Laemmle has relinquisht his holdings in 
the Industrial Moving Picture Co. to Watterson 
R. Rothacker, who, by his purchase of the 
Laemmle stock, gains control of that concern. 

At a recent meeting of the directors of the 
Industrial Moving Picture Co. Mr. Rothacker 
was elected as president to succeed Carl 
Laemmle. Mr. Rothacker will continue as gen- 
eral manager. 

The Industrial Moving Picture Co. was or- 
ganized four years ago and was the first com- 
pany to specialize in making and handling mov- 
ing pictures adapted for industrial exploitation, 
commercial education, general advertising and 
historical record. 

Their achievements in the historical record 
field include the official moving pictures of the 
Reunion of Confedate Veterans which was held 
at Little Rock, Ark., in 1911, the Bi-Centennial 
Celebration at Mobile, Ala.; the American Fed- 
eration of Catholic Societies at Louisville; the 
1912 and 1913 War Bonnet Round-Ups at Idaho 


Falls, Idaho; religious ceremonies at Zion City; 
the Traffic Ciub of Chicago, and the Indiana 
and Wisconsin Societies. 

Mr. Laemmle explains his sale of the stock 
by the statement: ‘Il am concentrating all my 
efforts and giving my entire attention to the 
Universal Film Mfg. Co., and have disposed of 
my holdings in the Industrial Moving Picture 
Co. for this reason alone.”

Later incidents are the 
coronation, Queen Victoria's meeting with 
Prince Albert, her marriage, etc. We not only 
see the queen at state functions, but also real- 
ize that while she was the Queen of England, 
she was also a loving wife and mother. 

During the film we see represented some of 
the most famous battles fought during the 
queen's reign, including General Gordon's Last 
Stand, and later the Relief of Ladysmith.

JOKER IN BUILDING CODE REPORT. 


In the proposed report of the Ohio Building 
Code Commission, in Cincinnati, a ‘‘joker’’ was 
discovered on September 19 which would per- 
mit any owner of a store or hall to allow a 
motion picture exhibition at least seven times 
a month, irrespectiv of the regulations now 
governing this form of amusement. 

This developt at a meeting of the Cincinnati 
Chapter of the American Institute of Archi- 
tects. Secretary John Zettel explained the 
dangers that existed if this section of the the- 
ater code would become a law. The various 
interests which are at work in getting a work- 
able code unanimously agreed that it should be 
stricken out and a fight made at Columbus 
against the intreduction of the feature to the 
legislature. The proposed law read that ‘*This 
classification shall not apply to nor include 
buildings or partg of buiidings designed and 
used for a different kind of occupancy than a 
theater, when such motion picture machine is 
used not to exeeed seven days in any montb."’ 
Mr. Zettel explained that it would be possible 
for a merchant to remove his goods on a Sat- 
urday night, give a performance on Sunday, and 
become a retailer on Monday. The section was 
so worded that this feature was eliminated, but 
the change will not prevent any lodge or social 
organization fom taking advantage of the 
motion picture machine when used to illustrate 
educational or ritualistic work. 


INDIANA EXHIBITORS CONVENE. 


The Indiana Motion Picture Exhibitors’ Asso- 
ciation, whieh was formerly a branch of and 
affiliated with the Motion Picture Exhibitors’ 
League of America, met in convention in Ia- 
dianapolis, Wednesday, September 10, at the 
Dennison Hotel. 

At this meeting the delegates gave a report 
of the national convention at New York City in 
July of this year and gave their reasons for 
bolting the convention. The members then 
went into open debate and argued the question 
pro and con. 

The members unanimously voted to endorse 
the action of the delegates at the New York 
convention but did not deem it advisable to 
affiliate with the new International Motion Pic- 
ture Exhibitors’ Asociation, and they decided 
to affiliate with no national association. 

The following resolutions were adopted: 

We, the Indiana Motion Picture Exhibitors’ 
Association, in convention assembled, September 
10, 1913, hereby resolve that we remain entirely 
neutral as to the matter of affiliation with a 
national association until such time as the pres- 
ent strife of two organizations shall be abolisht. 
Our slogan shall be—Indiana for Indiana, first, 
last and all the time, and when we in conven- 
tion assembled shall see fit to affiliate with a 
national organization, it shall be done only by 
1 majority vote for the betterment of the ex- 
hibitors. 

The old officers were retained by unanimous 
vote: J. M. Rhodes, Indianapolis, president;

Get Tim Sullivan Stock in S. & C.?” Principal Question 


KOHL WILL FIGHT U. B. O. 


Head of W. V. M. A. Claims To Have an “‘Ace in the Hole’”’— 


Meeting Scheduled For Oct. 6 Will Tell the Tale 


Chicago, Sept. 20 (Special to The Billboard). 
—It is doubtful whether ever in the past, local 
vacdevil has been in such a complicated tangle 
eas it now is. There are rumors on top of 
rumors concerning every agency and theater of 
importance in Chicago. If we may believe 
these rumors Mrs. Caroline Kohl is bucking the 
U. B. 0. in an effort to gain contro] of the in- 
terests of the late Senator Sullivan in the 8. & 
C, circuit. The Majestic in Chicago will head 
the S. & C. chain of theaters which will be 
bookt out of Chicago by Charlies E, Bray. Mrs. 
Kohl has ceast to receive advice from E. F. 
Albee and has turned to John Considine for ad- 
vice. This, that and the other thing are all 
freely profesied by the wise ones, and 
there’s surely plenty of room for talk. The 
association has closed it’s Denver offices, known 
as the Frint George Vaudeville Agency and 
therefore it looks very probable that Mrs. Kohl 
is dickering for this Western time of the 8. & 
C. people. The officials in the local Sullivan 
& Considine offices claim to be in ignorance of 
anything that is transpiring in New York in 
connection with such a deal. From statements 
made in the offices here, it seems doubly sure 
that if any change is made, Fred Lincoln will 
continue in charge and that not Mr. Bray nor 
any other Eastern broker will be brought out to 
Chicago to handle the affairs of such a fac- 
tion. The association has announct a big the- 
ater which is to be built on the corner of Sheri- 
dan Road and Wilson avenue and operated in 
competition to the Wilson just a block away, 
and now controlled and bookt by the Jones, 
Linick & Schaefer faction. This house will be 
erected by a new ~million-dollar syndicate 
headed by Mrs. Caroline Kohl who will bave as- 
sociated with her Martin Beck, Herman Fehr, 
Mort Singer, M. Meyerfield, Jr.. Max Anderson 
and Fred Henderson.

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NIXON-NIRDLINGER 
ENTERS SUIT 


Philadelphia Vaudevil Manager Swears Out Warrant for 
Eight New York Agents, Alleging Conspiracy and 
Restraint of Trade — Vaudevil War in 
Quaker City Just Beginning 


Philadelphia, Pa., Sept. 20 (Special to The 
Billboard).—Warrants were sworn out before 
Magistrate MacFarland, here today, by Fred 
G. Nixon-Nirdiinger, for the arrest of eight 
vaudevil agents and managers of Philadelphia 
and New York. They are charged with tres 
pass, conspiracy and restraint of trade, and it 
is alleged by Mr. Nixon-Nirdlinger’s attorney, 
Henry J. Scott, that players of the Nixon- 
Nirdlinger time were persecuted and threatened 
with blacklist!ng if they persisted In showing 
at their theaters. One warrant was served 
apon Eugene Meyers, manager of the Metropoll- 
tan Opera House, of this city, which has been 
devoted to the Loew small-time class of en- 
tertainment for a short time. Mr. Meyers is 
ceputed to be the local agent for the Loew 
interests, and im an interview today stated 
that, he had in no way interfered with the 
Nixon-Nirdlinger management or with their 
acts. Warrants for the other seven have not 
been served yet, as they are sald to be in New 
York and requisition papers will be necessary in 
their cases. The New Yorkers named In the 
warrants are: Chris brown, Joseph Schenk, Wil- 
Nam Atwell, Jack Goldberg, I*aac Kupver and 
Max Lowenstein. Mr. Scott has stated that 
the latter ie no other than Marcus Loew, and 
Joseph Schenk {s well known in New York as 
the general manager of the Loew enterprises. 
A warrant was also issued for Lou's Wesley, 
who is manager of the Savoy Theater of At- 
fantic City. Mr. Wesley is known to have been 
here during the week. but it is believed that he 
was in New York today and so was not served 
with the warraat. 

The report also has it that the recent sale 
of Chase’s Theater, in Washington, to B. F. 
Keith, the vaudevil magnate, would figure in the 
allegations. 

Officials of the Department of Justice said 
fast night that, altho those charges had not 
been filed formally, the attorney-general and 
his associates were familiar with complaints of 
a similar character that had been called to 
the attention of the department from time to 
time. It was asserted, however, that the sub- 
ject never had come to the department in an 
official way. 


No one having any connection with the de- 
partment would give an opinion as to how the 
principle of interstate commerce would apply 
to an alleged theatrical trust operating in two 
or more states, but it was pointed out that 
previous attorney-generals had held that a the- 
atrical trust, tho in restraint of amusements, 
was not in restraint of commerce between 
States. 

It is rumored in vaudevil circles that Mr. 
Nixon-Nirdlinger’s move today is the first gun 
of a local ‘‘vaudevil war,’’ which will criat 
some excitement, and that the visit of B. F 
Keith to Philadelphia earlier in the week had 
something to do with the loading of sald gun, 
altho no one has credited the vagne hints that 
Mr. Keith had anything to do with its dis 
charge, 

It is definitely known, however, that severa! 
heads of the United Booking Offices met here 
during the week, and that a local vaudevil man- 
ager was present at one of the sessions, altho 
no authorized statement has been issued to that 
effect by the Keith interests. The Savoy The- 
ater, of Atlantic City, was for some time sup 
piled with acts thru the U. B. 0., tho it is nov 
known for certain whether it is now or not. The 
fact of the manager of the Savoy being one of 
the men named in the warrants, is probably th: 
cause of the rumors of the U. B. 0. having 
inspired Mr. Nixon-Nirdlinger’s action, which 
are afloat. 


ALBEE DENIES. 


New York, Sept. 20 (Special to The Bill- 
board).—E. F. Albee, general manager for B. 
F. Keith, today sald: ‘The statement from 
Washington that Mr. Keith’s recent purchase 
of Chase’s Theater in that city had been called 
to the attention of the Department of Justice 
for investigation as a result of a business dis- 
agreement between Marcus Loew and Fred G. 
Nixon-Nirdlinger in Philadelphia is both ridicu- 
lous and untrue. Nirdlinger declares he never, 
either directly or by innuendo, mentioned Keith 
as a party to the controversy. Mr. Keith has 
no business relations whatever with any of the 
parties to this quarrel, which involves what is 
known ag ‘small-time’ vaudevil.’’

success. Well, 1 believe it a hard job to cater 
to the public if you can’t reach that public, just 
because the publisher has not the money to buy 
the good will of some performers which are our 
modern megafones to address the American pub- 
lic. Our days the popular song is not born as 


such, but is made one by money and forced on 
the public) who will repay a hundred fold the 
money expended. 


Keep on repeating a song to 
after a while the same parrot will sing day 
after day the same song, till you teach him 
another one. That’s our public they do not 
choose, but they must learn to repeat like a 
polly. 

Now if anyone should doubt me I can easily 
show the way, take for instance a small, but 
reliable publisher like Globe Music Co., and 
select one of their publications, say for in- 
stance, Waltz Dream To Paradise, a song which 
is slowly taking hold (a proof of its value as 
a popular song) but which under the present 
conditions will not sell a hundred thousand 
coples. Advertise this song, bribe the perform- 
ers, etc., and in two weeks you'll have a million 
copy song hit, and one worthy to be one. 

I hope you get my point, we want fairness to 
songs without consideration to the publisher, 
and the amount of money he will invest in an 
advertising campaign. 

Papers and periodicals are supposed to ad- 
vise, guide and teach the public, only so many 
take the wrong road. Now Billyboy always 
was a friend to the performer and tried to do 
the right thing, when the big publisher was a 
small one, but Billyboy is a good friend, and 
become also a ‘‘Billyman’’ too proud to look 
down where he used to be.

As if tempting the authorities to 
see just how far they could go in ex- 
ploiting filth on the stage, two play- 
wrights have turned out this season 
Plays which even blase New York, 
immoral New York, wouldn’t stand 
for. Under the guise of teaching a 
moral, The Lure and The Fight, made 
their bow to playgoers, but it took only 
a few performances to arouse sufficient 
action in police circles to cause the 
arrest of two theatrical managers, re- 
sponsible for their production. 


We have been regaled with storms 
of protest against the indecency of the 
Stage for years, and years, but since 
there was no very great necessity for 
reform heretofore, the public refused 
to listen to the complaints of a bundle 
of parsons, and continued to do its 
ewn judging. The public is usually 
right, and now the public is right in 
openly denouncing these two plays, 
which, from all accounts, are the 
quintessence of filth and putrescence. 
The sorry part of it is that the re- 
formers and I-told-you-so gazabos, 
really have something to prate about. 
Public sentiment is against The Lure 
and The Fight, and public sentiment, 
therefore, is in sympathy with the re- 
formers.

The pity is, though, managers haven't 
been good enuf business men to con- 
serve rather than kill their own in- 
terests. Such plays as The Lure will 
kill the theatrical business, at best 
none too powerful at present. 


It has never been clearly explained 
by what process of reasoning, theatri- 
cal managers postulate the privilege 
of buncoing the public. We. have in 
mind a form of abuse which has been 
workt on playgoers for years—not 
without protestations, however un- 
availing they may be—an abuse which 
the public will sooner or later find 
means of abating. It is the Saturday 
night getaway to which we refer. 
When a theatrical production adver- 
tises to appear one week in a city, the 
public has the right to assume that it 
will be given the best the company 
has to offer, regardless of whether the 
theater is attended the first or last 
night of the engagement. The man 
who attends a Saturday night per- 
formance is entitled to the same en- 
tertainment furnisht earlier in the 
week, as he pays the same admission 
price. 

Burlesque shows and big musical 
comedies are the principal offenders 
in this respect, it being a notorious 
fact of common knowledge, that the 
Saturday night show is slashed and 
trimmed to meet the exigencies of 
travel. However, some of these fine 
days, the public will back up its here- 
tofore unavailing complaint, by re- 
fusing to visit the theater on Saturday 
night. We shall then hear a chorus 
of squawks from the managers.

The new 
oullding is not intended as a rival to Her 
Majesty's, which is in the hands of the sain 
firm, but as an up-to-date house of small com 
edy companies. The cost of the new building 
will approximate $200,000. It is said the Wil 
liamson people have decided to make it a 
memorial theater, and name it after the founder 
of the firm. It will be one of the finest ir 
the Southern hemisphere. 


The Harry Rickards’ Theater Co., Ltd.. are 
at the present time building four new theaters 
the first of which, located at Adelaide, S. be 
will be opened early in September.

The Greater J. D. Williams Co., theaters are 
all doing a fine business, and the shares are 
on an upgrade all the time. While I am net 
sanguine that they will again go above pa 
(one pound), they are close to $3.50 now.

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LAST TWO BILLS SALE 


Realizes Nearly $50,000, and 
Indications are that Creditors 
Will Get About One-Half 
on Their Claims 


Denver, Colo., Sept. 16 (Special to The Bill- 
board).—The property of the defunct Buffalo 
Bill Wild West and Pawnee Bill Far East 
Shows, held by Sheriff Nisbet under attach- 
ment proceedings filed July 21, was sold at auc- 
tion at Overland Park here yesterday. It was 
a re-sale of the assets of the show of which 
Gordon W, Lillie and Thomas A. Smith claimed 
ownership at the time of the attachment. 

Meny circus buyers and horse dealers from 
afar attended the sale, among them being Henry 
V. Gehm, of the Venice Transportation Co.; 
Mosses Zimmerman, of St. Paul; Al. G. Barnes, 
of the Al. G. Barnes Circus; Walter L. Wil- 
son, of the Baker & Lockwood Tent Co.; Lon 
Buchanan, of the Yankee Robinson Shows, and 
Russell-Morgan, of Cincinnati. 

The sales opened yesterday morning by the 
offering of 144 head of horses. These brought 
a total of $18,218, or on an average of $126.50 
a head. The harness brought an additional 
gum of $1,259, making a total of $19,477 for 
both. In addition to the horses, eight oxen 
brought $95 each, or $780 for all, making the 
grand total for the animals aud harness $20,257, 
which is considerably more than the price paid 
at the previous auction. With three excep- 
tions the horses were sold in teams. H. GH. 
Tammen paid $500 for a big pair of dark bay 
draft horses which was the highest price paid, 
while the cheapest price paid for a team was 


George L. Goulding was auctioneer, while Col, 
G. M. Banks acted as his salesman, In two 
hours the 144 head of horses and sets of harness 
were disposed of, which was at a rate of a 
team and harness in less than a minute. 

At the previous sale one-half of the property 
was sold for approximately $34,000, but this 
fale was set aside by the eourt because of a 
technical error in its conduct. 

e show wagons and cars and the para- 
fernalia, such as seats, tent poles, etc.. were 
sold in the afternoon. H. H. Tammen bought 
22 wagons, some horses and all the poles, ete. 
The Venice Transportation Co. vurchased a lot 
of cars, and G. H. Wilson or Biddle who used 
to be the cook tent man, bought In his name 
some cars and wagons. The wagons and rail- 
road cars did not sell as well as was expected. 
The price on tke steel cars ranged from $600 
to $1,400. A number of the wooden flat cars 
were purchased by Henry V. Gehm, of the 
Venice Transportation Co., at $100 apiece. 
However, the bids ran occasionally as high as 
$300 for this class of equipment. 

The gaudily-painted wagons brought erratic 
price. In instances where a certain type of 
Wagon Was wanted the price was of the buyer’s 
own making. 

The property brought a total of $49,257.25, 
which was several theusands of dollars under 
the expected returns, the bidding on the cars 
and wagons not having been as brisk as was 
anticipated. However, the creditors exprest 
themselves as being well satisfied. 

Adolph Marks, the Chicago attorney, together 
with Attorneys John T. Bottom and Charles H. 
Redmond, of this city, representing heavy cred- 
tors of the defunct show to the amount of more 
than $106,000, returned here for the sale yes- 
terday, bringing with him an order from the 
New Jersey federal court for the $16,000 re- 
ceived from the auction sale of the show prop- 
erty owned by Coleae] Cody and Major Lillie, 
as a corporation, last month. Dewey C. Bailey, 
as trustee, under the jurisdiction of the local 
federal court, conducted this sale. Lillle and 
Smith used every endeavor to have the New 
Jersey court turn this money over to a fre- 
ceiver they had appointed § there. Attorney 
Marks made a showing before the Eastern

tribunal, bowever, that resulted in the court 
there setting aside the receiver appointed by 
suggestion of Lillie and Smith, and named a 
new trustee to protect the larger creditors. 

The horses sold yesterday were used in the 
wild west show for working purposes, the ex- 
hibition and ring animals having been sold at 
the federal court auction. 

Attorney John T. Bottom purchased the first 
fron strong box, or money chest, used by P. T. 
Barnum, when he introduced the Greatest Show 
on Earth, as a curio. It was in a ticket wagon 
purchased by the Buffalo Bill aggregation from 
the old Barnum & Bailey Shows, and in that 
Way eame into possession of the wild west own- 
ers. 

The proceeds from the sale will be turned 
over to the clerk of the district court to be 
held in trust for the creditors until the question 
of ownership has been determined. he present 
indications are that the creditors will realize 
about 50 cents on the dollar. 


COLONEL CODY SUES COAL Co. 


New York, Sept. 16 (Special to The Billboard). 

F. Cody (Buffalo Bill) has started 
suit in the East against the Cody, Wyoming, 
Coal Co., a New Jersey corporation, for $16,-

As conditions are 
at present. one could not profitably produce 
anything more elaborate or more expensive. 
Here is a list of people engaged at Hullo, Rag 
time!, twice dally: Performers. 250; chorus 
girls, 150; orchestra, 60; stage hands, 50. 

“The cost of dressing the 400 people who ap 
pear on the stage hes been enormous. On an 
average each girl appearing has five dresses. 
Eight times since the first production or the 
piece new sets of dresses have been provided, 
so that each has now had 40 dresses. The 
dancers have had the same number of dancing 
shoes. In all, about 16,000 dresses have had 
to be provided. The washing bill has, too, been 
very large. Each man has had on an average 
to be provided with two clean white waistcoats 


per day. 

“The spectacle, In The Balkans. which is 
being shown at the Liverpool Olympla, has 
been produced by Albert Hengler. It depicts 
the primitiv life of the Bulgarians. Guerilla 
warfare between Turk and Bulgar is being 
weged in the mountains. A huge dam 60 feet 
above the stage level is burst by one of the 
belligerents. Two hundred thousand = gallons 
of water come rushing down, engulfing men and 
beasts: ridcrs, horses and cattie come down 
helter-skelter, and the animals dive a sheer 40 


feet into the arena. Everything is most lav- 
ishly produced, and all the uniforms are cor- 
rect. The water tanks cost $90 to refill. The 
fellewing is a list of some of those engaged: 


Tlorses, 48; oxen, 5: Sheep, 30: performers, 4°O 

“There are four scenes, and the whole 
piece takes only 35 minutes to enact. This is 
1rebably the most expensiv 35 minutes that 
the music hall world has ever known."’ 

In all the varied life of London there was 
no» stranger sight to be seen on September 6 
than the one presented at a riding school near 
Regent's Park, where some 60 girls and women, 
of all kinds and classes, were going thru a 
series of equestrian exercises in order to try to 
qualify for the proud position of queen of the 
cireus ring for the coming winter seasen in 
London. 

They had come from all parts of England in 
response to the invitation of Charles Cocbran. 
who is directing the Hagenbeck Zoo and Circus. 
which is to be opened at Olympia at Christmas. 
Mr Cechran’s search for an equestrienne of 
surpassing horsemanship and presence has al- 
ready been described but it will be as well to 
recell that he is looking for a person who, with 
out being in ary way of the circus will cut 4 
splendid figure in the sawdust ring. who will 
show how perfect and beautiful woman may 
look on a fine horse, and who in Short, will 
be a goddess in riding costume. Mr. Cochran 
says that he has no lack of the very finest 
eircns talent, but that is not what he wants 
in this case. 

More than 50 persona, from all over Eng 
lard. have signified thetr willingness, and 
hinted at thelr co te fitness to fill the posi 
tion. For ene thing the salary is $250 a week 
for elght weeks. And so young women have 
written in from afar: ‘‘l am considered very 
pretty, and tho I can roller skate better than 
I cen ride * * *."* or “‘I am at present in a con 
fectioner’s shop. and tho I have never ridden. 
my father kent a horse. I would willingly 
give up by present position."’ To each of these 
aspirants to the role of goddess a letter was 
sent. pointing out that the analifications nec- 
evsary were of a very special kind, that it 
really was essential to be able to ride well. 
and that only one, positively one, goddese was 
reqnired. Every preeaution was taken not to 
roise false hopes and to cause useless journey- 
ings from afar. 


In enite of this sixty wonld-be goddesses as- 
sembled at the riding school on September 6. 
prepared to qualify. To be blunt. the swiftest 
glance showed that eight ont of ten had not 
the slightest chanee of rising so high. and 
if langnage were delicate enouch it wonld have 
heen kMder to tell them so at once. Punt the 
langnage has mot yet been made which will 
olleow one to tell a woman that she Isa not 
charming and so every candidate had her chance 
‘round the tan of the riding ring. 

For the most prt the riding was of a me- 
diocre kind and one realized at once that to 
find a queen or goddess of the circus ring 1s not 
an affair of five minutes. A dozen or more of 
the girls stood ont from the others at once. 
either by their good riditfg, their good presence 
or a combination of both. One a pretty. fair- 
hatred girl, who haa broken in horses in Ar- 
gentina, and who wore khaki breeches, soon 
aneee herself to be an excellent bareback 
rider, 

For about two honrs and a half the elimination 
triels went on, first round the tan «and then 
over the fumnrs. At the end of ft. a'tho a num 
ber promised very well, Mr. Cochran annonnet 
that no decision wonld be made that dar. 
Hepntly, nobody seemed in the least disan- 
pointed. and the ennestriennes young and old, 
went away as hanor as when ther came. 
Frrther el'mination triale will he held later— 
bot this quest is not going to be an easy one.

in cafe's, in the subway, in lower Broadway 
and in lobster palaces that they simply must, 
perforce, be enlightened, be broad-miamded, be 
intelligent and be alive to the geod things of 
life—and vaudevil. No charge of low-brow 
could, justly, ever be entered against an as- 
semblage at the Alhambra. 

Nevertheless and alack-a-day (or evening) 
applause was as scarce as American vaudevil 
scts now are in English music balls. There 
was some, of course; but the bill from start to 
end deserved 95 per cent more applause and 
faufter than {it received, as a whole. Belle 
Baker got more than all of the other acts put 
together. 

Regardless of the fact that Miller and Mack 
gave some specimens of dancing that well nigh 
equalled the best Carbrey Brothers ever did and 
deserved better encouragement than a few hands, 
Belle Baker's ‘‘nolse’’ perfectly swamped them 
in comparisen, 

Notwithstanding the cleverness and oddity of 
Madden and Fitzpatrick’s singing-comedy-piano- 
playing sketch, replete with snappy talk and 
artistic achlevements in several lines, Belle 
Baker, far down on the bill, snowed them un- 
der when it came to the ‘regular noise."’ 

Despite the allurement of bright chatter, 
novelty surprises, good looks, accentuated com- 
edy talents and downright originality of meth- 
od and procedure which fairly bubbled over the 
footlightg while Charles and Fanny Van were 
on view, Belle Baker booted their applause and 
bankt it much longer and much louder, right 
down next to closing. 

Albeit Frank Sheridan & Co., most artistic- 
ally project a sketch, entitled Blackmail, with 
extreme force, consummate care to detail, de- 
lightful centering and retention of unflagging 
interest, forceful and impelling diction and the 
ultimate in showmanship, Belle Baker later on 
more than trippled the signs of appreciation on 
behalf of the audience. 

Recalling now that the Three Keatons opened 
the second part with an uproariously funny 
routine of near-acrobatics and tom-foolery 
worthy of the legendary: outbursts of applause 
dramatic newspaper reports are noted for, the 
impression is nevertheless lingering that Belle 
Baker scooped ‘em far and away when she sang 
her songs a couple of acts further along. 

In spite of the fact that Harry Tighe & Co. 
gave a good half-hour of jollity, song and 
humor unalloyed, invoiving nearly a score of 
talented singers, dancers and comedians, pretty 
girls and activ boys in a seance of delicious 
comedy, on original lines and marking the acme 
of vaudevils best style of entertaining inter- 
ludes, Belle Waker far overbalanced the ap- 
plause-results garmered single-handed against 
the allied forces of the talented Tighe and his 
surrounding cohorts. 

Belle Baker cleaned up the show. She sang 
five songs, bowed repeatedly, spoke a little 
“thank you"’ and left the audience applauding 
for more. And the psycology of the whole 
proposition was baffling to the observer. Not but 
what Miss Baker is clever, undoubtedly she Is. 
In this opinion she is decidedly and easily the 
the best of all the long procession of Jewesses 
and near-Jewesses who gess in review thru the 
full length of vaudevil smsons singing Yiddish, 
near-Yiddish and otherwise popular songs. She 
is pretty; unquestionably. She wears fine 
clothes, and wears them as tho she were accus- 
tomed to them. She has a volce for the songs 
she tackles and she ‘‘puts over’ everyone of 
them; sings, acts and declaims them to the full- 
est of their possibilities. She affects tenderness 
for ballads, enters into the humor of a comic 
and can sing Im dialect just a little bit better 
than anybody else readily called to mind. 

All this—and she’s not anywhere near as good 
as the whole show surrounding her at the Al- 
hambra last night. But the audience Indicated 
that such was the case. 

The Stanleys (shadowgrafists) opened the 
show. The Juggling Mowatts closed. We 
missed the opening act, but remained to be 
vastly entertained by the club-Jugglers who put 
across thelr usual fast and difficult manipulations 
to great applause. The Thaw pictures were 
also shown.
